Fires ruder Control— Ambulant-en Going 


-.Search I.ichtt* Bwd to Find SuB"erers 
St. Louis, Mny 28.—Shortly after mid- 


night the fire department secured control 
of the conflagration at East St. Louis and 
the members of tho department began to 
assist the ambulance corps in curing for 
the wounded. 
No attention was paid to- 


ward taking care of the dead. Tho streets 
were in Egyptian darkness and search- 
lights were placed on patrol wagons in an 
effort to reach the locution of the injured. 
Tho ambulances were run at breakneck 
speed and inside of one hour at laist 
twenty-five seriously injured wero carried 
to tho dispensary.

The scenes of death and suffering in 


East St. Louis are beyond the power of 
description.

f he total annual revenues of the club 
from dues is 62,804, from loans, *:tS; 
which makes a total of 82,239. Deducting 
from this the ordinary expenses, biking 
the year just closed as the standard, and 
tne revenues amount to about $1,340.38. 
The yearly accumulation is something 
like a thousand dollars and of this sum 
the committee says that $300 should bo 
paid In on loan stock, leaving a surplus 
of $098.52. With not assets of $3,300 and 
substantially a $1000 a year accumulation 
from dues on the stock account, it is plain 
that the club will soon have asseis on 
hand BO large as to make it desirable to 
expend the money on the building of a 
now club house, thus making the bonds 
of the club for the extra expense of tbe 
building over and above assets, secured by 
a very large margin and worth more than 
par

fective certificates, and that in order 
to prevent shipment from the United 
States, landed at Hamburg- or elsewhere 
in Germany from a passable refusal of 
admission at the Austrian frontier. He 
requests Mr. Olney, by order ot hi> 
government, to call to the attention of 
parties interested in the subject the fact 
that cattle are permitted to enter Aus- 
tria over the western frontier only on 
presentation, of 
cattle 
certificates

are required to be issued officially and 
to contain detailed references, special 
characteristics and the

that the animals were in good health at 
their departure and that they come 
from a place and neighborhood where 
no disease infectious to this class of 
animal has prevailed at tbe time of de- 
parture.

1 were also torn 
away. 


All along the bridge the iron rods 


are twisted and much of the railing 
wrenched from its fastenings. 


The bridge station windows wore all

The wreckage represents thousands 


of dollars and is the most disastrous 
that ever happened to one of tlie great 
bridge structures in the United States.

'ar escaped serious injuries.

Whether the car 
vas blown into the river or is under 
lie wreck is not known. 
It was so dark and the confusion so 
reat that people didn't take time to 
uquire.

Entrance of a New and Promising Era lo

From the time when this country 


passed out of the beautiful simplicity 
of the colonial style of house building1, 
architecture has been in rather a cha- 
otic state. We have evolved iio distinc- 
tively national style of architecture, 
nor have we been long content to stick 
to any one model. At first we were 
pleased to follow the builders of Eng- 
land through the varying styles that 
found acceptance in that country, with 
an occasional copy of the worse feature 
of French architecture. There was also 
the reipn of the Italian villa, and this 
has dotted its monuments all over the

country produced a few architects 01 
commanding ability who were enabled 
to impress upon our architecture the 
personal clement of our 
individual 


style. 
The mi.st marked instance of 


this is the ca&e of Richardson, who gave 
\og'ue to the Romanesque style, no* 
only in his own strong and superb ex- 
amples, but through countless imita- 
tors. 
In manj ways thia was fitted to 


the peculiar conditions that are founu 
in America, and the result is distinc- 
tiielv pleasing as a whole, and a gain 
from the aesthetic standpoint.

•BIRTH OF A PEARL: 


Oycter In liadly Tickled U Pro- 
duce* a Preclotui Jewel. 


Whom an oyster feels sometlhing' tick- 


ling his skin he does not—indeed, he 
obviously cannot—proceed to scratch 
the spot and apply counter-irritation, 
as a quadruped or a biped would. The 
only course left to a mollusk in such 
a plight is to fence offi his enemy with, 
a layer or two of mother-o'-pearl, more 
scientifically known under the term of 
"nacre." In consequence of this many 
things happen inside the shell, among 
them pretty frequently the birth of a 
pearl. 


It should be known, however, to start 


with, that all the shell-bearing'-mol- 
lusks have the power of secreting cai- 
cite, which is a form of carbonate of 
lime, from the outer layer of cells which 
forms the cuticle or skin of their soft, 
not to say sloppy, bodies. In this way 
they build up their shells. 


The limy secretion which they give 


off is laid in extremely thin, Bemi-trans- 
parent films, and this is just the reason 
why the "nacre" is so beautifully 
iridescent, for very thin films have 
tha property of producing what 
are 


scientifically known as "interference" 
effects and breaking ordinary light up 
into the colors of the spectrum. 


Now, if some tiny foreign body, such 


as a grain of saudi a "diatom," or even 
u minute shrimp or other crustacean 
happens to find ite way inside the man- 
tle border of the oyster, it seta up a 
good deal of irritation, and in aelf-de- 
fen&e the ]>ocr 'oyster is obliged to 
cover up the intruder by a layer of 
nacre. 
So around the layer of sand, 


we will say, the molluaks goes on de- 
positing thin layers of nacre one after 
the other, like the skins of an onion, 
until the point of Irritation is com- 
pletely eucy&ted nnd a, pearl hae been 
formed. 
This process is carried out, 


or attempted to be carried out, what- 
ever the intruder may be, so tihat little 
fish have been seen incased in pearl 
within the bivalve's shell. 


The Chinese, who never seem to neg- 


lect an opportunity to improve upon 
nature, have long taken advantage of 
this habit to artificially induce the 
growth of pearls by filling up the oyster 
with all kinds of irritating tilings. Or- 
dinary pear-shaped pearls are excited 
by means of a tiny H-shaped niece of 
wire thrust into the mantle border, but 
it is not uncommon to insert little me- 
tallic images of tbe "great god Budh," 
and subsequently obtain, a cast of the 
stAne in pearl. These are much valued 
as charms. The finest oriental pearls 
ore those found within the mantle of 
the oyster close to tlie lips of the shell, 
or in the soft parts near to the hinge.

The army rules are that 2-inch icu

Choctaw Work» Right Cp to the Day of 


Hll Execution. 


The stoicism of the North American

what he said \\a? true. But one man 
has ever failed to return for hanging 
after he has been sentenced, and m.v 
Indian did not prove an exception to 
the rule. On the day before the execu- 
tion was to take, place he left as calmly 
as though going on a visit, and the hang- 
ing took place at the time appointed 
Notwithstanding his approaching doom 
the Indian made one of the best ranch- 
ers I ever <-a\v, and I regretted to lose 
him."
